Shade-Trees Here Worth More 


Than Million, Chamber of 


Commerce Told 


Street shade trees in Appleton are 


worth anywhere between 
one and 


two million dollars, Prof. F. A. Aust, 
landscape architect of the state uni- 
versity, said during his talk on tree 
surgery at the annual meeting of Ap- 
.pleton Chamber of Commerce Tues- 
day evening. 


To estimate tba value of a tree, find 


out its cross sectional 
area at the 


base of the trunk and then allow $1 
for each square inch. Prof. Aust said. 
Court records of damage 
suits in 


which trees wena concerned 
show 
that a 16 to 20 inch tree may be 
worth anywhere from $200 to $1.500. 
It would probably cost from $30.000 
to 
$40.000, 
he 
said, 
to 
replace 


damaged trees in Appleton with 2- 
inch elms and soft 
maples. 
This 


amount 
would be greater if more 


hardy varieties were planted. 


It takes only 20 years, he declared, 
to grow a 20 inch soft maple and a 
20-inch elm requires only 25 years of 
growth. 
Most of the softwood trees 


in Applton have already passed their 
prime and the storm .damage 
will 


shorten 
their 
lives considerably. 


Probably none of the damaged soft- 
wood trees here will outlive 25 years 
and none of the hardwood trees will 
live more than 50 years longer. 


"In som.3 quarters the attitude is 
taken that God will take care of the 
trees, but I want you to remember 
that God helps those who help them- 
selves," Prof. Aust said. "Trimming 
.trees is no child's play and must 'be 
properly done. The Fox river valley 
cities should hire city foresters for a 
term of five years to properly care 
for -the trees, the entire damage to 
which will not be apparent for the 
next year or two."

JUSTICE, NOT DOLLARS 


The bonus farce at Washington has 


now reached the point where it threatens 
to react against the Republican party in 
the fall elections regardless of what is 
done. It is so clearly apparent that the sole 
concern of congress is to buy votes that 
the ex-service men as a body and the 
'American Legion as an organization are 
likely to resent any action on so sordid a 
basis. 
There is not one congressman in 


ten concerned with adjusted compensa- 
tion from the standpoint of justice and 
square dealing. 
From beginning to end 


the treatment of this legislation has been 
dishonest. 
To take it up on the eve of 


the congressional campaign was in itself 
dishonest. 
To attempt 'to devise sonic 


scheme for financing the bonus that 
-would make taxpayers believe they would 
not have to foot the bill was dishonest. 
'After this bluff had been called by Presi- 
dent Harding's ultimatum that he would 
consent to a bonus only when financed by 
a sales tax the house turned its ingenuity 
toward tricking both the soldiers and the 
public. It framed up the insurance ceiv 
tifieate plan, in the hope of deceiving 
th'e ex-service men into the idea that they 
were getting something better than money 
and the people into believing that it would 
~bc provided by some hocus-pocus method 
of the mountebank. 


It |s perfectly clear that to force banks 


to make loans on non-negotiable insurance 
certificates would tie up their assets at 
the expense of commercial requirements 
and would cause a dangerous inflation of 
credit, with no possible gains to offset 
these very serious evils. In the meantime 
Congressman Fordney, who is chairman 
of the -ways and means committee, takes 
a trip to the west to sound public opinion 
and comes back convinced that the coun- 
try is overwhelmingly for the bonus.

Creek, in Door county.

Yet reports show that the 
average attendance at 'Fish Creek high 
school has been 96% per cent.

, The experience of Fish Creek answers 
the objection often raised that climate in 
this latitude makes consolidation imprac- 
tical. It shows'that where the opportun- 
ity and facilities are provided, the union 
free high school is a success. In the ab- 
sence of a consolidated school rural com- 
munities for the most part are without the 
educational advantages enjoyed by cities. 
If a boy or girl in these communities is to 
receive a high school education he must 
be sent to a city at considerable expense. 


Every country boy and girl is entitled to 


the educational advantages offered by the 
city. That the opportunity is denied so 
many children of farmers is one of the 
greatest defects in our public school sys- 
tem as a whole. Those communities which 
are standing in the way of consolidated 
high schools do not realize what they are 
denying their children.

Tardicu was High 
Commissioner for France and North- 
cliffe had been entrusted with a sim- 
ilar mission for Great Britain. M. 
Tardieu says: 


"On the «th of April, 1917 the 


United States declared war on Ger- 
many; On the 15th the government 
appointed mo as High French Com- 
missioner in Washington. Tho 8th of 
May following the British government 
appointed Lord Northcliffe as British 
High Commissioner with a 
similar 
mission. 


"My new colleague was a war :ind 
pre-war, friend ot mine. How many 
times already he had talked over the 
subject of the, difficult and necessary 
entente between our two countries. I 
remembered the 
extraordinary ac- 


count, full of life and emotion, which 
he had sent to tho TIMES in 191« 
after nis visit to Verdun. But T knew 
nothing of his capacities for political 
and economic action. 


"I had settled in Washington with 


my directors leaving my 600 technical 
workers in New York; for it seemed 
to-me necessary to be In constant con- 
tact with tho government. Northcliffe. 
on tho contrary, after n short visit to 
the White House established himself 
in a. villa nrar New York, which he 
only ""ft from time to time to make 
quick raids on men and idea*. 


"I think In his heart, he d«splM»d 
ftt toe BUT regular office work, lli* 


"So I had to wake him myself, and 


without protest he returned to the 
battlefield. 


"Northcliflfe is a decent fellow and 


a brave man," continues M. Tardieu, 
"with an exact knowledge of his pow- 
er, and this power was used without 
restriction in the service of victory. 


"He upheld M. Lloyd George in or- 


der to win the war when he thought 
he was the right man and it is to 
save the peace that he opposes the 
same Lloyd George when he consid- 
ers he is going the wrong way. 


"Northcliffe has just returned from 


a long journey. I remember a walk 
we took together last year in the Bois 
de Boulogne. He was full of the tre- 
mendous Upheaval which the war had 
caused: 'We can no longer use our 
old ideas,' he said. For this reason 
he has travelled round the world to 
see with his own eyes. 
"I can imagine what he thinks of 
the present Anglo-French relations. 
He is sure to be severe but probably 
not surprised. 
For he knows v>ell 


those who have been playing the «tamo 
for the last two years and he sees them 
as they are. 
" 'He is a poor man; he is a small 
man,' are the words which ho will 
use in speaking of those whom ono 
is accustomed to call contemporary 
statesmen. 


"Derby, Northcliffe, two very dif- 


ferent types, the ono incarnating cen- 
turies of tradition, the other a violent 
struggle for existence, these arc the 
soro of Englishmen, with whom we> 
ought to clear up our misunderstand- 
ings. 
"These men have seen us at work 


and know our faults but they also rec- 
ognize our good qualities. 
"These men would certainly not try 
to arrange martters by sayins that 
Franco is afraid. 
"These men are able to see the 
real France in spite of deformations. 


"Good work might be done through 


the cooperation of these men with the 
few Frenchmen who can see England 
as she really is. 


"It is high time to think about it."

obtained by Professor Robert J. Moore 
of the Fraser Laboratories, until re- 
cently professor in the department of 
chemistry at 
Columbia University,

POTATO CHEESE PUFFS 


Four large potatoes, 2 tablespoons 


butter, 1-4 cup milk, 1-3 cup grated 
cheese, 4 eggs, salt and pepper. 


Select smooth potatoes, scrub per- 


fectly clean and bake one hour in a 
hot oven. Cut a round piece out of 
the side of each potato and scoop out 
the inside without breaking the skin. 


Rub through a sieve. Melt butter, 


add one cup of riced potato, salt and 
pepper, yolks of eggs, milk and grated 
cheese. 
Mix well. Whip whites of 


eggs till stiff and dry. Fold into cheese 
mixture. Fill skins with mixture and 
bake in a hot oven for 35 minutes. 
Serve at once. This is a very nourish- 
ish dish. WELSH RAREBIT 


One pound cheese, 2 cups milk, 1 


tablespoon butter, % teaspoon mus- 


tard. 1;-tablespoon salt, 
3,4 teaspoon;

Put butter in a smooth sauce pan 


and melt without discoloring. Add 
milk, and cheese cut in small dice. 
Cook slowly until cheese is melted. 
Mix salt, pepper and mustard.

the seasonings and stir into cheese 
mixture: 
Cook, stirring 
constantly 


until mixture thickens. Fold in the 
whites of the eggs beaten stiff and 
dry. 
Serve on toasted crackers or 


crisp triangles of toast.

Three quarters cup grated cheese, 


% cup soft stale bread crumbs, 1 cup 
milk, 2,eggs, 1 teaspoon lemon juice. 
% teaspoon mustard, salt and pep- 
per. 


Beat eggs slightly. 
Add 
cheese, 


salt and pepper, mustard and lemon 
juice. Mix well and add bread crumbs. 
Scald milk 
aYul stir 
into mixture. 


Pour into a buttered baking dish and 
bake half an hour in a hot oven. 
Serve at once. 


ENGLISH TOASTED CHEESE 
One»-half pound cheese.

milk, 2 tablespoons butter,

spoon mustard, pepper. 


Cut cheese in thin slices and put 


in top of double boiler or chafing 
dish ovei' hot water.
